tially broken off, is a sort of shield or 
helmet. 
The bottom of the bust is flat 
and solid and there are no m arks or 
indications of its origin.

la rem arkable for the precision of the 
work, the variety and richness of the 
jours, and the d earn ess of the ground. 
It som ewhat resembles Point d'Alen- 
con, but the work Is less elaborate and 
less solid. 
Alencon lace, it Is said, 
could not compete with Brussels In its 
designs, which are not copied from 
nature, while the roses and 
honey­ 
suckles of the Brussels lace are worthy 
of a Dutch painter. 
Laceraaklng was 
at, one time tile chief source of n a­ 
tional wealth in Belgium. 
It formed 
part of female education, and 
In 
1876 one-fortieth of the* entire popu­ 
lation of IBO.OOtf women were said to 
be engaged upon it. 
But some/ of the 
pillow laces, as well as those of tho 
needle, have had 
immense popular­ 
ity. 
This kind of late was first, made 
n the city of Valenciennes, and the 
m anufacture reached its height in that 
town about 1780, when 
there were 
some 4,000 lacemakers employed upon 
It; but fashion changed, lighter laces 
came Into vogue, and In 1700 
tho 
luce-workers had diminished 
to 250. 
Napoleon made an unsuccessful 
a t­ 
tem pt to revive tile m anufacture, and 
in I Sui only two lacemakers remained, 
and they were over SO years old. 
At. 
one time this m anufacture was so pe­ 
culiar to the place th at It was said: 
“If a piece of lace were begun at Va­ 
lenciennes and finished outside 
the 
walls, the part not made at Valenci­ 
ennes would be visibly less beautiful 
and less perfect th an the other, though 
done by the same lucemaker with tho 
same thread and pillow.” 
Tho city- 
made lace wus rem arkable 
for 
Its 
richness of design, evenness and solid­ 
ity. 
It was known as the “ beautiful 
arid 
everlasting 
Valenciennes,” and 
was 
bequeathed 
from 
mothers 
to 
daughters like Jewels and furs. 
It was 
made by young girls in underground 
rooms, und m any of these workers 
are said to have become almost blind 
before they were 30 years of age. When 
the whole ploeo wus done by the same 
hand the lace was thought much more 
valuable. 
Valenciennes lace was muds 
In other towns of the 
province, but 
“vrule Valenciennes’” only at Valen­ 
ciennes. 
The Lille makers, for 
in­ 
stance, would m ake from three to five 
ells a day (un ell is forty-eight Inches), 
while those of 
Valenciennes 
would 
make not more than an Inch and one 
half in the same time. 
Home 
lace­ 
m akers made” only tw enty-four Inches 
In a year; hence the costliness of the 
lace. 
Modern Valenciennes Is far In­ 
ferior In quality to th a t made In 1780.

Close by are some 
springs dedicated to the Virgin Mary. 
According to the popular Idea, barren 
women need only drink of these foun­ 
tains to lose their sterility. 
The wa­ 
ters are regarded with the 
greatest 
worship and must on no account be 
employed for cooking or any 
other 
useful purpose. 
I saw quite a num ber 
of diseased creatures round the lake 
shore crawling about or being carried 
on litters. 
The 
whole 
mountain-*- 
both sides and tile crater 
is densely 
wooded, 
The place Is studded every­ 
where with hermits’ huts, each 
of 
Which Im inhabited by holy men, who 
vc separate lives of extreme auster­ 
ity. 
Also, hidden 
away In the for­ 
um, are a large number of churches. 
I 
got 
into 
the good graces 
of the 
hermits by somewhat curious means. 
I was being shown over one of 
the 
churches, which are plentifully adorn­ 
ed with cheap colored Biblical pic­ 
tures, made in Germany, when a priest 
with great awe, drew my attention to 
a gaudy representation of St. George 
and the dragon. 
I endeavored to ex­ 
plain th at St. George was the British 
as well us the Abyssinian patron saint* 
hut the good men were very dubious 
until I hit upon the idea of producing 
a sovereign. 
This at once convinced 
him of the tru th of my statem ent, and 
proved to their complete satisfaction 
th a t I was a Christian of a very high 
order. 
The whole m ountain Is curi­ 
ous In tho extreme. 
I was shown on© 
tree with threo trunks, united a t the 
ruse, which Is regarded as an emblem 
of the T rinity and Is hung with hum an 
hair and all sorts of trinkets. 
There 
are, too, curious crannies between the 
perpendicular rocks, through which It 
Is an aet of devotion to squeeze one­ 
self. 
The sides of these apertures are 
highly polished 
and 
covered 
w ith 
grease by reason of the religious ac­ 
tivity of diseased pilgrims.”

For Clear Tax Titles. 
According to a law passed by the 
last legislature, in May, 1900, all 
real property upon which taxes are 
delinquent for 1897 and for prior 
years will be sold at an auction and 
the state will transfer an absolute 
title to the purchases, according to 
one of the laws passed in the recent 
legislature. 
The la w provides that 
sixty day* prior to sale tho county 
auditor must mail each delinquent a 
notice of the sale, the amount due 
upon the real estate for taxes and 
l>enaltics and notice must be person­ 
ally served upon all occupants of 
lands to be sold, and must also ad­ 
vertise the talc in the official news­ 
paper. 
In offering the land for sale 
the auditor shall, at public vendue, 
state the amount <4 taxes, penalties 
and costs due, and shall ask for bids 
offering first to sell it to him who 
will pay the greatest amount above 
the taxes and penalties, but if no 
bidder shall offer to pay such amount 
due, or more, t he property then shall 
be offered to the highest bidder who 
pays the next highest sum less than 
the amount of taxes, interest and 
penalties. 
No land can be sold for 
less than 50 per cent of the original 
taxes. 
When the land is sold, the 
county auditor shall issue a certifi­ 
cate to that effect, and this certifi­ 
cate shall pass absolute title to the 
purchaser, and may be recorded in 
the office of the register of deeds.

Alfalfa in the Yakim a Valley. 
Alfalfa was known 
more 
than 
two thousand years ago. The Greeks 
and Homans greatly appreciated its 
merits, and since that time it has in 
creased in value, until now. it is al 
most a necessity and is raised in 
every part of the world where it is 
possible for it to thrive. 
At the 
time of the Spanish conquest it was 
introduced into Mexico, thence into 
South America, Chili, and in 1854 
California and Washington made its 
acquaintance. 
The climate and soil in the Yakima 
valley, Washington, are especially 
adapted for the successful growing 
of this plant, closely allied to the 
clover family as it is, but serving as 
a finer fodder. 
One of the most at­ 


t r a c t i v e features of the Yakima, 
from April to December, inclusive, 
is the beautiful, dark, rich green 
of the alfalfa fields. 
Five dollars an 
acre will usually cover tho cost of 
seeding, while it is sold at $5.00 a 
ton for feed and $9.00 when baled, 
and as the atmosphere is so dry and 
warm, barns are unnecessary for 
storage. 
If, after each cutting, the fields 
are irrigated, a crop of from two to 
three tons per acre may be harvest­ 
ed every six weeks during the sum­ 
mer. 
Usually it is so arranged that 
a sixty acre field can keep a haying 
outfit busy during the entire season, 
as one part of the field will be in 
blossom while another is being cut, 
and still another part growing up. 
The cause of this rapid succession of 
crops is that the roots grow to be 
sever al inches in circumference, and 
extend downward almost indefinite­ 
ly until water is reached. 
Thus in a 
porous and deep soil such as is found 
in the Yakima, they will sometimes 
sink to a depth of twenty-five feet 
or more. Some almost fabulous tales 
are told of miners coming across old 
alfalfa roots which have supposedly 
extended downwards 
hundreds of 
feet. 
Nevertheless, alfalfa, on ac­ 
count of its rapid growth, and the 
small cost of originally starting a 
field and ever afterwards harvesting 
from the first seeding, has become 
one of the most popular, if not the 
most popular branch of farming in 
the great and fertile Yakima Valley.

Alfalfa In the Yakima Valley. 
Alfalfa was known more 
than 
two thousand years ago. The Greeks 
and Romans greatly appreciated its 
m erits, and since that time it has in­ 
creased in value, until now, it is al­ 
most a necessity and is raised in 
every p art of the world where it is 
possible for it to thrive. 
A t the 
time of the Spanish conquest it was 
introduced into Mexico, thence into 
South America, Chili, and in 1854 
California and W ashington made its 
acquaintance. 
The climate and soil in the Yakima 
valley, W ashington, are especially 
adapted for the successful grow ing 
of this plant, closely allied to the 
clover family as it is, but serving as 
a finer fodder. 
One of the most a t­ 
tractive features of the Yakima, 
from April to December, inclusive, 
is the beautiful, dark, rich green 
of the alfalfa fields. 
Five dollars an 
acre will usually cover the cost of 
seeding, while it is sold a t $5.00 a 
ton for feed and $9.00 when baled, 
and as the atmosphere is so dry and 
warm, barns are unnecessary for 
storage. 
If, after each cutting, the fields 
are irrigated, a crop of from two to 
three tons per acre may be harvest­ 
ed every six weeks during the sum­ 
mer. 
Usually it is so arranged that 
a sixty acre field can keep a haying 
outfit busy during the entire season, 
as one p art of the field will be in 
blossom while another is being cut, 
and still another part growing up. 
The cause of this rapid succession of 
crops is that tho roots grow to be 
several inches in circumference, and 
extend downward almost indefinite­ 
ly until w ater is reached. 
Thus in a 
porous and deep soil such as is found 
in the Yakima, they will sometimes 
sink to a depth of twenty-five feet 
or more.

D e a r E d i t o r :— In your last issue 
Farmer tells us “how to run a fair 
Now there are several ways to “run 
a fair,’’ but 1 presume Farmer in 
tended to tell us the best way. Yes 
“ the fair has come and gone. ” The 
vibrations of the. Alaskan earthquake 
got in its little work. There was “a 
physical chill,” a cooling of the on 
thusiastic order, while the mora 
status, we hope, has not been blight 
ed.

Now the querries, “can we improve 
can we promote a greater interest?

the fair. 
I believe that we of the 
country will line up with you in the 
future, and we shall have a “Crow 
Wing County Fair.” Now theques 
tion “ what is the best date to nave 
our fair,” here Farmer and I disa 
gree. 
I take the opinion of “some 
people” grounded on the fact that 
our products cannot be ready for a 
much earlier date than that of our 
last fair. 
Farmer calls this '‘moon­ 
shine.” (A week later would have 
served us quite nicely this year. 
“ Moonshine because we have had a 
state fair for some time, ” “ moon­ 
shine because it is the rule of the 
managers of that fair to t ry and have 
the counties hold their annuals in 
advance that they may make from 
those exhibits their selections for 
the state fair. ” Three years ago, 
(I believe the date of the state fair 
was Aug. HI, Sept. 1, 2, 3, etc.) 
It 
is the early date of that fair that 
practically shuts the northern conn 
ties out. 
Following this rule should 
we wish to make an exhibit at the 
state fair ground, Farmer must se 
led his products sometime in Aug­ 
ust, fix them up for the county fair, 
haul them to town, place them on 
the shelves fora few days, pack them 
for the state fair, and repeat the 
same drying process. “ Oh Ye Shades 
of Night.” No “ moonshine” in this, 
just a total eclipse hang over them, 
the dark pal 1 of death, while we 
pause to read the judges epitaph,

braided coat; his passengers are two 
stylishly dressed Bulgarian girls, ac­ 
companied by their chaperon. 
In tlie 
next turnout a white-capped nurse is 
surrounded 
by 
her 
charges. 
Greek 
women, 
elegantly 
attired 
in 
heavy 
satin dresses and bright silk headgear, 
sit stiffly as the carriage jolts over the 
rough stones. 
The party on the hill­ 
side make an attractive picture as they 
sit feasting and drinking, regaled by 
the lively strains of the bands or bag­ 
pipes. 
The rocks echo the sounds of 
music and laughter till the shadows 
fall and the lights twinkle from their 
homes on the hills.

through by the teeth; but this is liable 
to splinter them, or, worse still, to 
break the needle, in which case you 
will have to begin anew. 
Some prefer 
fastening the needle in a vise and then 
pulling the cloth. 
The above is the 
ordinary method. 
We prefer the fol­ 
lowing, which renders one independent 
of the needle: 
Get a corkscrew and 
jab its point through the cloth, push

Should you have sewn the but­ 
ton on out of place the right way is 
to make another buttonhole with a 
knife.

The Turkish driver, 
perched high on the front seat of a 
phaeton, is brilliant in red fez and 
braided coat; hie passengers are two 
stylishly dressed Bulgarian girls, ac­ 
companied by their chaperon. In the 
next turnout a white-capped nurse is 
surrounded by her charges. 
Greek 
women, elegantly attired in heavy 
satin dresses and bright silk headgear, 
sit stiffly as the carriage jolts over the 
rough stones. 
The party on the hill­ 
side make an attractive picture as they 
sit feasting and drinking, regaled by 
the lively strains of the bands or bag­ 
pipes. 
The rocks echo the sounds of 
music and laughter till the shadows 
fall and the lights twinkle from their 
homes on the hills.

Bachelors will find here some good 
instructions for sewing on that missing 
button: 
The requisites for success­ 
fully doing this are, firstly, a large 
amount of patience; secondly, a tough 
cuticle, and, lastly, but by no means 
least, a good early religious train­ 
ing. Having these, get your needle 
threaded; the best way to do this is to 
get some one else to thread it. Now 
thrust it through the cloth; by hold­ 
ing your thumb on the other side you 
will easily know when you have suc­ 
ceeded. 
The needle is then pulled 
through by the teeth; but this is liable 
to splinter them, or, worse still, to 
break the needle, In which case you 
will have to begin anew. Some prefer 
fastening the needle in a vise and then 
pulling the cloth. The above is the 
ordinary method. 
We prefer the fol­ 
lowing, which renders one independent 
of the needle: 
Get a corkscrew and 
jab its point through the cloth, push 
the cotton through the hole and then 
through the button; 
repeat a few 
times. Should you have sewn the but­ 
ton on out of place the right way is 
to make another buttonhole with a 
knife. 
If you happen to cut through 
the edge of the cloth, try again.

think these simple instructions will 
enable you to sew on a button that will 
hold for at leaBt a week.
